He was one.of the most bril- 
liant students of his day, particularly 
in law and legal phases of economics.

Six years later, in 1890. he and a 
group of lawyers founded the Atlanta 
Law School, and Mr. Alexander be- 
came a member of the faculty, which 
post he filled for 43 years up until 
declining health a few months: ago 
forced him to give up that work.

Still Worse. 

The board's second report, the state- 
ment said, would review additional 
industries in which conditions were 
“even worse than in those that have 
severed Mr. Richberg’s vision.” Dar- 
row added: 

“When his perturbed soul has re- 
gained its calm, if ever, we will ven- 
ture. two suggestions to him. First, 
it is exceedingly unseemly for a man 
occupying a public positjon in this 
country to assume that the nation is 
his. personal property and any crit- 
icism of any national activity is a per- 
sonal affront. .

“It’s a democratic report and demo- 
crats object to it,” remarked Britten. 

Senator Borah, republican, Idaho, 
who, for months, has asserted NRA 
fostered monopolies, said that when he 
resumed his campaign for reinstate- 
ment of the anti-trust laws, he would 
use his own data and statistics to sup- 
port his cause. 

Nye Not Informed. 

Senator Nye, republican, North Da- 
kota, although saying he had not had 
time to give the report close’ study, 
added it was apparent from the report 
that “many codes are working destruc- 
tion for small business and entrench- 
ing monopoly.” He intends to speak 
on the report soon. 

For the conservatives, Senator Hast- 
ings, republican, Delaware, chairman

other varying factors which enter into 
shipbulding and operation. 

“Our high standard of living,” he 
said, “brings our merchaut marine 
into a very challenging competition 
With other countries where working 
and living standards are lower than 
ours. Due to the higher standards 
of living and wage scales, the ship- 
building, ship repair and ship opera- 
tion costs under the American flag 
fare generally acknowledged to be hich- 
er than those in other leading mari- 
time nations.” 

In view of the problems of iabor 
and other extra cost differentia!s, he 
said, congress worked out a pian to 
let the government supplement the 
earnings of the ship operators with 
ocean mail pay. 

“It seems to me,” he added, “that 
the present form of aid through ocean 
mail pay might be replaced propacly 
by specific subsidies granted for the 
maintenance of measurable and essen- 
tial services. Such subisides should 
be based on differentials in building 
costs, repair costs, and operatine costs, 
as compared with the costs 2f. similarc 
items in foreign countries. Provisions 
should also be. made for trade devcl- 
opment subsidies whenever such de- 
velopments are considered to be in 
the public interest. ... 

“Concurrent with the initiation of 
any subsidy program must come a 
reorganization and stabilization of our 
entire merchant marine. etructure. 
Consolidations and amalgamations are 
advisable in order to develop major 
self-sustaining trunk lines and feeder- 
line services. Such voluntary reor- 
ganizations among the ship operators 
would go hand in hand with ueeded 
aiterations in frequency of service, 
schedules of ports visited, and any 
other changes required to elitainate 
costly and destructive competition be- 
tween lines.”

‘Action of Pro-Fr ench 


Faction Leaves Father- 
land ‘Fenced In.’ 


By STANLEY G. THOMPSON. 

Associated Press Foreign Staff. 

The coup d’etat in Bulgaria, placing 
in power a group considered pro- 
French and removing men regarded as 
influenced by Italy, was looked upon 
in most European capitals Monday 
as furnishing the one link needed to 
isolate nazi Germany in the middie 
of a military alliance. 

While no agreement has been sign- 
ed, the projected alliance of friends 


France has been widely discussed. If 
carried out, the defense chain would 
touch every border of Germany and 
would be the strongest European com- 
bination siuce the Holy Roman Em- 


pire. 
Soviet Swinging. 

Soviet Russia has given indications 
that she is just about ready to enter 
the League of Nations, and to join in 
a mutual assistant pact with France 
and other powers for the protection of 
European borders. 

The pact, of course, would be open 
to Germany. if she returned to the 
League, but its purposes would be at- 
tained equally, regardless of the nazi 
government’s attitude. 

The fact that Bulgaria’s new fascist 
regime immediately announced its in- 
tention of recognizing the soviet union 
was pleasing to the sponsors of the 
pact. 

Russia and Turkey, another nation 
whose co-operation is believed to be 
sought, already are friendly. 

Recognition Seen. 

The little entente—Rxmania, Yugo- 
Slavia and Czecho-Slovakia—have not 
recognized Russia, but French in- 
fluence is expected te be brought to 
bear to open diplomatic intercourse, 
since these nations are essential links 
in the defense chain. , 

Poland is the big question mark. 
France and Germany are regarded now 
as struggling for Polish support. The 
greatest diplomatic accomplishment of 
the Hitler regime was a non-aggression 
pact with Poland, entered ‘into de- 
spite the friction between the coun- 
og which has been almost ineviti- 
able since the World War remade the 
map. 

Poland and France have professed 
friendship time and again, but below 
the surface there are signs that Po- 
land may act independently at any 
time, 

No Vassal. 

“Poland refuses to be a vassal of 
France,” said a spokesman at Geneva 
“but she is willing to co-operate with 
France. 

One thing appeared certain—Poland 
will demand a permanent seat on the 
League of Nations council, if Russia 
comes in and, as a great power, takes 
such a_ place. therwise, Poland 
would object to the admission of the 
soviet union. 

Out of the proposed patt Russia 
would attain European security which 
would enable her to devote major at- 
tention to the Siberian frontier, where 
the situation is regarded as tense. 

The pact would not obligate the oth- 
ér nations to protect the eastern Rus- 
sian front, but the soviet union ap- 
pears now to believe it can handle 
whatever situation develops there, pro- 
vided there is no concern over the Eu- 
ropean border. 

Louis Barthou, French foreign min- | 
ister, returning to Paris from Geneva, 
where he talked with Maxim Litvinoff, 
Russian commissar for foreign affairs, 
said that he made “a trip around the 
horizon” with the soviet minister. 

Persons close to Barthou indicated 
that Russian co-operation in the pro- 
posed alliance was expected. 

The Bulgarian change of govern- 
ment found a favorable reaction in 
Yugo-Slavia, where hopes were high 
that the old Macedonian difficulties 
were near an end and that a new era 
of “Balkan co-operation and _ sol- 
idarity” had arrived. 

Greece received the news with less 
pleasure, with some faars that Bul- 
garian nationalists may seek treaty 
revisions. 


BULGARIAN LEADERS 
REORGANIZING STATE 

SOFIA, Bulgaria, May 21.—(/)— 
Premier Kimon Gueorguieff and hia 
small cabinet -worked today on their 
plans for reorganizing the Bulgarian 
nation along “authoritative” lines. 

The cabinet called in a body on 
King Boris, whose decrees put the 
fascist group into power after the 
blvodless military coup d'etat Satur- 
day. 

To emphasize the economy plank of 
their platform, most of the ministers 
refused motor transportation and 
strolled through the streets to the 
royal palace for the meeting with the 
king. 

The city was quiet, and not one of 
the soldiers who occupied public build- 
ings and guarded streets day before 
yesterday was in evidence. 

The premier chuckled good-natured- | 
ly as he greeted newspapermen and | 
photographers on his way to the pal- 


ace. 
He avoided direct discussion of & 
report that the present small group in | 
charge of the government will step | 
aside as soon as it has completed its 
reorganization tasks. 
“It is our intention,” he said, “To 
give this country a strong, stable gov- 
ernment,” adding that the purpose of 
the coup d'etat was “not to change | 
persons but to change the system.” 
The foreign office, meanwhile, re- 
fused to take seriously feports from 
outside the country that there had 
been disturbances in Macedonia as & 
result of the change in government. 


YUGO-SLAVIA PLEASED 
BY CHANGE AT SOFIA | 
BELGRADE, Yugo-Slavia, May 21. 
(P)—Expressions of satisfaction with © 
the turn of affairs in Bulgaria came | 
today from the Yugo-Slavian press 
and official circles. 

“The putsch was to be expected,” 
said the semi-official newspaper,

[Monte Carlo Denied Right 
To Sue on Mississippi Bonds 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—()— 
The supreme court today denied the 
little principality of Monaco, home of 
Monte Carlo, the right to file suit 
against Mississippi in an effort to col- 
lect on 2zome bonds that state issued 
long before the Civil War. 

Chief Justice Hughes, delivering the 
decision, declared consent of Mississip- 
pi would be required to permit such 
a, suit. Mississippi had refused to 
give its consent. 

This was the first ruling by the 
high court on the right of a foreign 
state to sue a state of the United 
States without its. permission. 

The question which Monaco sought 
to raise should be settled through 
diplomacy and not the courts, the 
court added. 

The bonds were.issued in 1831, 
1833 and 1838 to raise gold for state 
banks. In 1875 Mississippi adopted a 


constitutional amendment prohibiting 
any further payments on them. 
Preparing for adjournment on May 
24, the court got rid of 13 cases, 
leaving on'> 12 on its docket to be 
disposed of by decisions on the next 


two Mondays. 


The court ruled that Ohio must 
pay, federal taxes on its monopoly 
on the sale* of intoxicating liquor 
and that Arizona should not be per- 
mitted to take testimony at this time 
for possible use in attacking in the 
future the distribution of water at 
Boulder dam.

WITH REBUILDING 


Hog, Cattle and Sheep 
| Receipts Close to Normal 
| Despite Fire’s Damage. 


CHICAGO, May 21.—(@)—The 
stock yards teemed with unprecedented 
activity today as reconstruction of the 
fire-ravaged area and the handling of 
an almost normal volume of livestock 
shipments continued apace. 

A wooden village of hastily erected 
barracks and sheds mushroomed up 
amid the ruins of Saturday’s destruc- 
tive- blaze and many commission men 
and ‘executives directed their trade 
from crates and boxes in the make- 
shift clapboard structures. 

Receipts of 26,000 hogs, 12,000 cat- 
tle and 5,000 sheep fell little short 
of expectations. The animals were 
accommodated without great difficulty 
for only 40 per cent of the corrals 
were demolished and the sheep sheds 
and hog alleys were untouched. 

The huge plants of the major pack- 
ing companies functioned as usual as 
none were scathed by the flames which 
roared across a widespread section 
of the yards a few rods to the east. 

A recheck of the loss lowered origi- 
nal estimates of the damage to ap- 
proximately $8,000,000 and officials 
said 80 per cent of this was covered 
by insurance. 

The body of Isaac Means, 60-year- 
old watchman, was found two blocks 
from where he had discovered the first 
flames Saturday. He had shouted the 
alarm to fellow workers and then ran 
for his life, but the wind-whipped 
fire caught up with him before he 
could squirm out of the crazy quilt 
of stock enclosures.

DANGER OF AIR STUNTING. 

Reports of numerous airplane 
crashes throughout the country 
over the last two week-ends em- 
phasize the necessity for ‘more 
Strict regulations, or the better en- 
forcement of existing regulations, 
governing the operation of private- 
ly-owned planes. 

The 11 lives lost in these 
crashes Sunday before last and the 
10 lost last Sunday were snuffed 
out as the result either of stunt- 
ing by reckless pilots or of planes 
being taken into the air without_be- 
ing properly conditioned. 

Flying can be as safe as driving 
an automobile, as evidenced by the 
almost entire -lack of crashes in- 
volving planes in use on the regu- 
larly licensed commereial airways 
of the country. Skilled mechanics 
keep the commercial passenger 
planes in perfect condition and 
their pilots are not only skilled 
aviators but they have- had thor- 
oughly drilled into them the folly 
of stunting or other dangerous 
practices in the air. 

Commercial planes afford the 
maximum of safety, both for their 
passengers and the general public, 
but this is not true of such planes 
as those responsible for most of 
the fatal crashes that occur in this 
country. Not only does the pas- 
senger take his life in his hands 
when he goes up with a reckless 
aviator in an unsafe ship, but an 
imminent danger is presented to the 
public. There is no. predicting 
where a plane out of control will 
crash. It is just as likely to smash 
through the roof a home, or of a 
crowded gathering place, as in un- 
occupied areas.

The British foreign office issued a 
communique in which it was stated 
that “a certain foreign power” had in- 
stigated the troubles in Arabia with 
a view*“to embarrass Great Britain.”’

There isn’t 
a Russian within thousands of miles 
of Yemen. 

But right across the Red sea from 
Yemen there is Eritrea, an Italian 
colony. This colony is heavily mili- 
tarized and is being used, this is no 
secret to anybody au courant with 
near eastern affairs, as a jumping-off 
place for Italian penetration, first into 
Abyssinia, then into the Sudan and 
possibly into Arabia. The backing of 
Yemen by Italy was an attempt on 
the part of the Italians to get a foot- 
ing on the Arabian peninsula. The 
Iman of Yemen, if. victorious against 
Ibn Saud, was going to be the glo- 
rious ally of Mussolini. But the Ital- 
ians backed the wrong horse.

WEEDING WASHINGTON, May 21.—There never has, been 
more petty backstage political intrigues in Wash- 
ington than has sprung up lately inside the administration. ! 

Cliques of liberals and conservatives have become audacious, 
trying to pull the president one way and another. So have groups 
of schemers, trying to get jobs or hold the ones they have. 

A few of the plots and counterplots have been brought to the 
attention of the White House. Some of President Roosevelt’s best 
think-men have reached the conclusion that there are too many 
people in the government working for their own ends, instead of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s. 

Shortly, an effort will be made to separate the sheep and goats. 
Among the goats may be found an attorney prominently identified 
with one of the largest emergency set-ups, as well as a few liberal 


hangers-on. 
EXODUS Simultaneously, a number of the college professors in 
the administration have grown restless. Apparently 
their colleges do not appreciate what important jobs the professors 
are doing here. The colleges want them to make up their minds 
whether they want to be teachers or public officials. A few have 
been told that their college jobs cannot be held open beyond 
September. 

There also are a few professors who have reached the conclu- 
sion that they can save the world better in college.

MINNEAPOLIS, May 21.—(/)—

Manufacturers Meet Today 


For Discussion of New Deal 


HOUSE APPROVAL SEEN 
ON TWO BANKING BILLS 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—(4)—A 
sudden burst of speed engendered by 
presidential pressure made certain to- 


day, leaders said, that the house 
would pass two highly important ad- 
ministration banking bills before the 
week-end. 

One wouid authorize loans of $440,- 
000,000 to industry through the 12 
federal reserve banks and the RFC: 
the other would postpone inaugura 
tion of the permanent deposit ins1r- 
ance plan unti] July 1, 1935. 

The house rules committee granted 
legislative preference to the first, 
which wil] be called up on the floor 
tomorrow with leaders seeking a vote 
before nightfall. The second, approv- 
ed today by the banking committee 
after more than two months of con- 
sideration, will follow Wednesday or 
Thursday. 

The industry loan measure follow- 
ed administration recommendatious 
throughout, but the best Chairman 
Steagal], democrat, Alabama, of thr 
banking committee could say of the 
deposit insurance bill was that “I pre- 
sume it’ will meet with administra- 
tion approval although I haven't dis- 
cussed the detailed provisions.” 

Besides postponing inauguration of 
the permanent deposit insurance plan 
which would otherwise have become 
effective next July 1, guaranteeing <e- 
posits on a graduated seale up to 
per cent of those over $50,000, the 
bill approved today by the banking 
committee also would: 

Increase from $2,500 to $5,000 the 
accounts insurable under the tempo- 
rary plan. : 

Permit mutual savings banks, in the 
discretion of the federal deposit in- 
surance corporation, to insure depos- 
its up to $2,500 or $5,000, if these 
banks agree to meet the additional as- 
sessments and obligations. 

Repeal the law which requires that 
all state banks must belong to the 
federal reserve system after July 1, 
1936, in order to have their deposits 
insured. 

There were indications a rider au- 
thorizing about $75,000,000 in Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation loans 
to school districts where teachers’ pay 
is in arrears, such as Chicago, might 
be attached as a rider to the industry 
loan bill tomorrow.

Liquor Czar Says Iegal 
Traffic Too Strong To Be 
Killed in Less Time. 


- WASHINGTON, May 21.—(/)—So 
deep are the roots of the bootleg rack- 
et that Joseph H. Choate Jr., federal 
alcohol control administrator, esti- 
mated today the campaign to eliminate 
it would require a year. 

“The back of the trade might be 
broken in less than that time but I 
think it is unlikely,” he said in an 
interview. 

“The only thing,” he said. “that 
could greatly reduce production of il- 
legal liquor would be a tremendous 
wave of enforcement and a tremendous 
wave of refusal to buy bootleg. [ro- 
ceedings have been started to increase 
enforcement and possibly the public 
will be moved not to buy so much 
bootleg.” 

Saying reports from a number of 
areas indicate that sales of illicit 
liquor are higher than those of the 
licensed trade, Choate added that 
prices are steadily dropping. 

“The average is somewhere between 
15 and 25 per cent lower than at 
first,” he said. “There is a very 
marked decrease in the prices of the 
cheapest whiskies made by responsible 
fellows.”

She was seven yerrs 
old at the time. Her parents w2nt to 
establish a new home in the wilder- 
ness. She pieced this block wheu she 
was 10 years old and called it‘Chim- 
ney Swallow.’ “And with this let- 
ter,” went on Nancy to the sem- 
bers of her Nancy Page Quilt Club, 
“came one old, old block. The pat- 
tern has been drawn off and the ‘:ock 


returned to the owner. But now that 
we have the pattern you all may 
share in it. I think you can see why 
it is called ‘Chimney Swallow’ for 
you can see the four-swallows com- 
ing in, one at each corner of the 
chimney, which make the center »nart 
of the block. This pattern is a vari- 
ation, or the ‘Doves at the Window’ 
is a variation of this design.” 

The original block has a_ small 
check of pink and white in the cen- 
ter. The small rectangles about it 
are of unbleached muslin. The heads 
of the birds are of dark blue with a 
small white -figure, almost a tiny 
star. The body of eaeh bird is in 
pink and white print, mostly pink, and 
the two wings are in dull browns or 
lavenders. 

In the leaflet 
which may be obtained by foilowing 
the directions at the end of this col- 
umn you will find small crosses on 
body with a corresponding cruss on 
wing. Be sure-to put these crosses 
together as you match notches in reg- 
ular dress making. There are a num- 
ber of odd-shaped pieces and svme 
curves, so this quilt is not an easy 
one to make, but for anyone who 
wants an unusual quilt this one is 
recommended.

There are other ways in which lakes 
may be exterminated, however. The 
method discussed yesterday will be 
more likely in ponds protected from 
winds. If the body of water is large 
enough to qualify as a lake, that is, 
large enough to have an extent of 
wind-swept shoal, it is hardly likely 
that the lake will be choked by plants. 
More in line with the facts would be 
extermination by excessive sedimenta- 
tion, 

If streams entering a lake bring 
down an excess of suspended solid 
matter and deposit on the bottom 
when the current is spent, there will 
be built up deltas that will contribute 
directly and indirectly to the disap- 
pearance of water. Suppose that the 
sediment approaches the surface while 
the fall over-turn of waters is in prog- 
ress. Wind and wave action, as well 
as the action of seiches (which will 
be defined later) will pick up this 
sediment and distribute it. uniform- 
ly over the lake basin. It may be 
carried high on a beach where shoal 
water is being developed or it may 
drop it in depressions in the basin. 
At any rate the process is inevitable. 
The vast fossil beds of the western 
plains are nothing more than the beds 
of extinct lakes that have become ex- 
terminated. Animals died in the wa- 
ter and were buried under this con- 
stant rain of silt, which after the 
passage of time became hardened into 
stone. Now they may be a mile or 
more above sea level and many miles 
from any water. ' 

Actually, there is another effect of 
a stream discharging silt and build- 
ing up deltas. Plants will naturally 
follow the line of soil as it leads away 
from the shore. Cat-tails will grow 
up and offer lodgement among their 
roots for more mud. Time passes 
and the ecat-tails give way to willows. 
After more years pass the willows 
yield their places to oaks, thus it 
passes. Ecological succession is the 
natural death of the lake. 

A much more interesting means of 
lake extermination is the phenome- 
non of marl deposition. Suppose that 
a stream entering a lake carries a 


‘solution. If the lake contains an ap- 
ipreciable amount of carbon dioxide 
from decaying organic matter in so- 
ilution, the two chemicals will com- 
‘bine as calcium carbonate and will 
‘form a heavy flocculent precipitate. 
|'This deposit in long-extinct lake bas- 
ins is known as travetine marble.

There were only $7,900,000 in bond 
transactions, the smallest since Oc- 
tober 2, 1933. 

DULL TRADING. 

Curb volume of 119,000 shares was 
the smallest since April 3, 1933. 

Curb bond sales of $2,300,000 was 
the smallest since January 2. 

Asked the reason for the decline, 
brokers said: 

“Traders can find no reason to 
trade.” 

Curiously enough the sentiment— 
if there is a trading sentiment—was 
bullis There are expectations of 
a slow®rise this week. Everyone is 
hopeful that the president’s message 
to congress tomorrow will be bullish. 
Stocks today closed on their highs 
and the trading pace in the last hour, 
130,000 shares, was the best for any 
hour of the day, being equal‘to any 
two hours except the first two, when 
70,000 shares were exchanged in each 
hour. A reflection of this bullish- 
ness, despite the terrible curtailment 
in trade, came in sale of a member- 
ship on the stock exchange at $105,- 
000, an increase of $5,000. This was 
announced after the close of the mar- 


cet. 
MARKET FACTORS. 

Behind dullness in the market were 
a number of: factors, all of which 
summed up in the “no reason to 
trade” category, chiefly among these 
were the items: 

1. Legislation in congress is neither 
bullish nor bearish. Progress on the 
stock exchange bill has been nil. The 
silver message still is to be delivered. 
The tariff matter is still to be set- 
tled. The same applied to the com- 
modity bill. Arguments over the 
NRA offer diverting gossip to Wall 
Street but carry little influence. No 
indication of any change in money 
policy is forthcoming. Most people 
believe the market cannot get under 
way until congress adjourns, 

2. Business offers little. The sea- 
sonal recession is on. Steel produc- 
tion dropped from 56.6 per cent of 
capacity to 54.2 per cent this week, 
the American Iron & Steel Institute 
announced. Motor car production is 
declining some. Mixed views prevail 
as to retail trade. Railroad ship- 
ments are undergoing declines at the 
minute, yet the rails are confident of 
good traffic this summer. 

3. Today there was the added in- 
fluence of no foreign markets and no 
foreign participation because of Mon- 
day holiday abroad. 

4. Heat and drouth continued to 
afflict the west. This once was con- 
sidered a bullish factor for wheat but 
it now has reached the stage where 
traders worry about the sharply de- 
creased buying power of the agricul- 
tural region by reason of crop losses.

794 and 23,416,680 in April last year. 

Active spindle hours for April to- 
taled 7,260,010,234, or an average of 
994 hours per spindle in place, com: 
pared with 7.720,217,745 and 249 in 
March and 6,569,136,738 and 212 in 
April last year.

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FLECTORAL LANS 


Norris Will Renew At- 
tack on Electoral Col- 
lege System. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—(/)—A 
proposed constitutional: amendment to 
abolish the _ .tiquated electoral college 
fell a few votes short in the senate 
today. but its author, Senator Norris, 
republican, Nebraska, announced he 
would put it to another test probably 
tomorrow. 

Nebraska's modernizer of the con- 
stitution, who wrote the twentieth 
amendment abolishing “lame duck” 
sessions of congress, was confident 
the amendment would be approved and 
his friends said it was only rejected 
today because of the absence of many 
of its supporters. 

The senate voted 42 to 24 for the 
amendment, but this was a little short 
of the two-thirds required to submit 
a constitutional amendment to the 
states. The vote would have been 43 
to 23. but Norris changed his vote at 
the last minute to be in a position to 
ask for a reconsideration. 

Almost Voted. 


Despite the absence of many dem- 
ocrats who were expected to support 
the amendment it almost got the neces- 
sary two-thirds. After the roll call 
was completed, Senators Fess, repub- 
lican, Ohio, and Hatfield, republican, 
West Virginia, cast the two negative 
ballots which resulted in its defeat. 

The amendment would eliminate the 
electoral college from the nation's 
election machinery and would permit 


'voters to vote directly for president 
‘and vice president. 


Norris and proponents of the meas- 
ure contended it would not only elimi- 


inate unnecessary election machinery, 
_but would make it possible for inde- 


pendent candidates to run for presi- 
dent without facing prohibitive ex- 
pense. Opponents contended it would 
bring “bloc” government, as in some 
European countries. 

As voted on, the amendment pro- 
vided that the entire vote of a state 
would go to the candidate who re- 
ceived the most votes in a state and 
would require a candidate to receive 
a full majority of these state presi- 
dential votes, as at present, to be 
elected. 

Almost solid democratic support was 
given the proposed amendment. The 
final vote found 33 democrats voting 
with eight republicans and Shipstead, 
the lone farmer-laborite for the amend- 
ment, with only four democrats and 
20 republicans opposed.
